East Indian Snorting Sketches.—No. 23. 

The system of putting up money when bets are made 
has very many advantages as well as certain grave dis¬ 
advantages; the gravest of these is undoubtedly the 
fact of having to find a reliable third party at your beck 
and call, and another is that it locks up capital and 
prevents a man of limited means from making a profit¬ 
able winning book, encouraging more out-and-out gam¬ 
bling than the book-making system does. The book¬ 
making system, however, has its disadvantages; for any 
man who is fairly well known, and is in a good social 
and sound financial position may wager for a sum in¬ 
finitely beyond his power to pay should his wagers go 
against him. On the English turf there have been very 
many instances of utter, irretrievable ruin from this 
fatal facility of going beyond one’s means. There is 
none more sad than the fate of the late handsome and 
generous Marquis of Hastings, whose lot it was to fall 
among thieves who were powerful, and so thoroughly 
got him into their toils that even smiling fortune her¬ 
self could not rescue him. Heavy betting had plunged 
him into great straits, for bad horses had caused him 
to lose. Fortune put into his possession the Earl—a 
magnificent horse—which he backed very heavily for 
the Derby of 1808, risking his very social existence on 
that, his last stake. Those into whose hands he bad fi¬ 
nancially fallen saw reasons why the Earl should not 
win the Derby; they brought pressure on the Marquis, 
and he sealed his doom by scratching the Earl for the 
Derby which Blue Gown won. A fortnight afterwards 
the Earl, after two sea voyages close on one another 
beat Blue Gown at Ascot, thus showing that the Mar¬ 
quis might have retrieved his fortunes had the Earl 
started, as he probably would have won the Derby. 
Not long afterwards the Marquis died of a broken 
heart—ruined in name and fortune. 

This prominent instance of the disadvantage of 
booking bets has had, and still has. many less conspic¬ 
uous likenesses—not only in England, but in her great 
Eastern Empire, India, where the needy subaltern may 
be led away to risk his existence and position to be¬ 
come even as utterly shipwrecked as any. 

Book-making seems an easy road to fortune, but it 
requires a clear head, quickness in calculating and 
some nerve to carry it successfully through. I may 
safely say that I never did try to make a book: I felt 
it to be beyond my abilities to do so successfully, and 
I always have bad an objection to trying that which I 
had do hopes of succeeding in. But I have betted and 
betted, sometimes with success, sometimes with ill- 
success. 

Upon one occasion, however, I was on the very brink 
of a terribly nasty fix, and I must now own I thorough¬ 
ly deserved it. They were holding a race meeting at 
Cawnpore, and I took three days’ leave with others of 
my brother officers, and went down from Lucknow to 
take part in it. On the first day we had some very de¬ 
lightful and interesting racing, and on the course 1 was 
invited to dine at the mess of his regiment, by an old 
school chum. The mess boasted itself, and not vainly, 
on the quality and soul-inspiring excellence of their 
wines, and to these I paid particular attention, so 
much so that I felt capable of doing anything. 


After dinner there was a general move to the club 
where the pools were being made up and sold. Here 

my freedom with the good wine of the-th, caused 

me to forget my usual prudence and to speculate, or 
rather lucklessly plunge into pool buying. Suffice to 
say, that when I got to my bed, it was with the knowl¬ 
edge that I had pledged my reputation agaiust 1,300 
rupees ($6.10), that acertain pony, Bulllluck, I very much 
fancied, would win the pony race. 

The races had no joys for me on that day. My 
nerves were unstrung by the unusual super-indulgence 
of the previous night, so that I lacked the courage to be 
" hung for a sheep,” if I had to be “hung” at all, and 
my distress of mind was not much ameliorated when 
after a close race Bullfinch came in second to Orion. I 
knew, however, that. I owed $650 and had not $00 to 
my name wherewith to meet the inevitable call on the 
evening of the last day’s racing. * 

On the last day we were to have a steeplechase, in 
which seven horses were entered. At the pools the 
night previously, a little thoroughbred Irish mare, weu- 
drously clever, was made first favorite, as a very noted 
gentleman jockey was expected to be “up" on her. 
During the races, in the early part of the day, I regain- i 
ed my nerves, and won $50 by a judicious selection, ! 
but had seen no opportunity of wiping off the remain¬ 
ing $600 still to my dfscredit. After the flat races 
were over, a move was made to the steeplechase course, 
which was lfud out on some ploughed land hard by. 

The start was to take place from a point right oppo¬

Sporting Notes from Wisconsin. 

MV “ MED-WING.'.' 

Deers and bears are reported numerous in the north¬ 
ern portions of Wisconsin, and the devotees of the 
rifle and the manly art of deer stalking, anticipate rare 
und truly grand sport when the first " tracking snow" 
falls. And here I must mention the prevalent, and, 1 
fear, wanton destruction of the noblest woodland gurnc 
in our country, with the exception of elk and moose, of 
which there arc so few that they are seldom met with, 
by killing in early spring time the half-starved animals 
merely for their peltry. 

ThiB unlawful slaughter has boon brought to the no¬ 
tice of our “ State Sportsmen’s Association," but 
whether from lack of interest or disregard of the con- 
sequences which such slaughter must cause, no steps 
were taken, to my knowledge, to prevent the killing. 1 
sincerely trust the Association will, if such acts are 
again committed next March, take pains to investigate 
and brlDg the lawless perpetrators to trial, and I war 
rant this will be sufficient to prevent the destruction in 
other localities. The rascals who follow this business 
are notoriously afraid of the hand of the law when 
rigorously laid upon them, and one example would 
prove sufficient for the whole herd, to whose ears any 
rumor of the merited penalty served upon others would 
reach. 

Here I am, off on a tangent from my original sub¬ 
ject, und can only bring myself back in time to beg 
tolerance. 

My nbhorrence for these miscreants exist b in the 
saute ratio as my unbounded respect for true sports¬ 
men, and my mind "runs riot" when once I get started 
on such a trail. That the noble art of venerie (as the 
lamented Herbert was wont to term it) should be so 
often degraded to mere butchery, is a standing disgrace 
to sportsmen where and whenever there is chance for 
preventing it. Scores of future good and true sports¬ 
men, now in their youth or infancy, will, if the present 
destruction goes on, be prevented from want of game 



























of pursuing that most healthful and ennobling pastime 
—field sports. 

Ho for a general rally, my fraternity ; let not such 
graceless scamps deprive either ourselves or our pos¬ 
terity of legitimate sport.

Jackson and the Jacksonlans. 

Jackson, Mick., Nov. 15,1875. 

To The Field 'The last week was quite an exciting 
one among the rifle and gun sportsmen of this enter¬ 
prising little city, and the interest manifested by the 
community generally was characteristic of the people 
here, who cherish a warm regard for their home team, 
and turned out in goodly numbers to see the Jackson 
boys win the championship cup, which they did over 
the Chicago and Fort Wayne teams, by a very hand¬ 
some score. As you published the score in full last 
week, it is unnecessary to repeat it here. "There was 
Borne good shooting done all around. Capt. Thompson, 
of the Chicago team, carried away the muffler ottered 
by Mr. Sabin, for Seven straight bull’s-eyes. Capt. 
Devere-aux, of Fort Wayne, took another pnxc, for a 
■core of lJ3 out of a possible 35. Mr. Parkinson won a 
beautiful bronze ornament, oti’ered by Mr. Child. 

After this 500 yard contest, the boys fell back to 800 
yards, and did some tine shooting. There were 17 
entries, and the prize was a (’25 Coltrin & Purdy gold | 
headed ebony cane, which was won by Capt. Thouip* 
•on, of Chicago, on a tie with Sexton, of the same 

The shooting was on a piece of boggy moorland, and 
though the range was very fine in all other respects, 
there was a general complaint of cold, wet feet. The 
target and pit were at the foot of a hill, which slopes 
back at an angle of about 30 degrees to the height of 
75 or 80 feet, and is a well chOBen spot for the purpose. 
The Jackson team have neglected no opportunity to 
make their visitors feel at home, and all seemed to ap¬ 
preciate their treatment. 

On Thursday Capt. A- H. Bogardus gave the Jack- 
eoQians an exhibition of his skill at the trap. Quite a 
large number gathered at the grounds of the Mutual 
Base Ball Club, which enclosure was kindly tendered 
for that purpose by the directors and owner of the 
ground. The weather was tine, and Capt. Bo^aruus 
dropped his birds with his usual remarkable skill, kil¬ 
ling 25 out of 28, from traps 40 yards apart, both 
sprung at once, the shooter midway between them. 
Then he astonished all by killing 25 birds out of ‘-9.

thrown up in pairs, in two minutes and fifty-seven 
seconds. 

After this three or four sweepstake matches were 
made up, which were participated in by Messrs. W. W. 
Stinnett, of Fort Wayne ; A. S. Fitield, of Jackson ; J. 
N. Sou er, of Pleasant Lake, and others, whose names 
1 have mislaid. Messrs. Stinnett and Fitield are to have 
a struggle at the traps for $1U0, at 50 birds soon, of 
which you will hear in due time. 

These ride and pigeon matches have awakened a new 
interest here, and you may expect to hear of occasional 
contests between the prominent shooters of this vicin 
Ity next season. The acknowledged champion wing 
■hot here is Mr. J. N. Squier, but he modestly denies 
the soft charge. _ . . ... 

During my stay in Jackson I have found a large 
number of warm friends of The Field, who have be¬ 
come subscribers; and all express their good will to 
the only western sporting paper, and a desire to see it 
supported handsomely by the sporting fraternity of the 
West I must here express my thanks to many kind 
friends, on behalf of your paper, and say that Jackson 
has more men, according to its population, who show 
good will to legitimate and honorable sporting, than 
any city I ever visited. I am especially under obliga¬ 
tions to Messrs. Jas. Hammill, of the firm of Hammill 
& Parkinson ; both these gentlemen are young, talent¬ 
ed and popular. Messrs. H. E. Southworlb, P. H. Van 
Dyne, F. N. Wood, T. J. Lonely, W. P. Heaton and 
others, took especial pains to say good words for 1 he 
Field and your representative. The latter was escor¬ 
ted to the Steuben County Wine Company’s house, of 
Van Housen & Co., where all said "here's to The 
Field,” over a glass of pure Catawba. This house is 
soon to establish a brancu in Chicago. W. S. Cbundler 
is the proprietor of a new resort for the sporting frater¬ 
nity, and keeps a very inviting retreat. 

Your paper will bereatter have a lull report of all

During my stay 1 have bad the pleasure of meeting 
Don J. Robinson, Esq., who walked out to the beauti¬ 
ful race-track here, and explained to me everything re¬ 
lating to the organization of the Horse Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation in 1871. This Association started with a capi¬ 
tal of $30,000. S. 8. Vaughan is President, Don. J. 
Robinson, Secretary, and Geo. W. Kennedy, Treasurer. 
The grounds comprise about 83 acres, are located al¬ 
most in the heart of the city, and are well fenced, and 
provided with all necessary buildings, stabling accom¬ 
modations, ampbiteatre, stands, etc. A beautiful 
grove of maples on the east side makes the field one ot 
the most beautiful and attractive in the Slate. Mr. 
Robinson is the engineer who laid and finished the 
track, and well has he accomplished the work, as every 
one who sees it admits that it is the finest in the coun¬ 
try. It was made upon a Hat, spongy, boggy piece of 
land and the track built up with a mixture of sand, 
fine gravel, and perhaps a little clay, which gives it an 
elasticity seldom found in a race track, and the promi¬ 
nent turf men of the country unite in pronouncing it 
the best ground for speeding horses upon in America. 
The track is 84 feet on the turns and back stretch, and 
73 on tbe home run, with an elevation from the pole to 
the outside of one foot, so that the most violent rain 
storm will fail to make the wav muddy, and it is said 
that two hours after a hard rain the track is dry and in 
good condition for the horses. A further elevation, 
from the pole out, of about 12 laches, for three or four

have seen any sporting news from this region in , 
your valuable paper, I venture to post you a little, j 
hoping it may be acceptable. ....... I 

With the exception of grouse, game of all kinds is , 
unusually scarce this season. At this time of the year, 
when the duck and geose are usually plenty, there ar 
dow none to be seen. A party of three of us drove 
about fifteen miles from town a few days ego fully 
equipped for great slaughter, but as we traveled on 
mule after mile and not a solitary bird of tbe web¬ 
footed variety met our anxious gaze, we began to be 

discouraged, but Pat-, who is equal to almost any 

emergency, reached down for his provision basket, • 
and opening it up, said: "Shure I must be shooting 
something, if it's only meself in the nick." With that 
he handed out a bottle filled with something that looked 
like cold tea. At any rate it had a very cheering 
effect. Shortly after this incident, we were Btartled 
by hearing one of the party cry out "I see ducks!" In¬ 
stantly, every man was on the ground, snatching the 
cover trom his gun and cramming cartridges in his 
pocket. Joe, pointed out the location of the pond 
where tbe ducks were, and then began the murderous 
stalk. Pat stole on them like a shadow from the 
oOrth. Joe crept through the high grass on tbe West, 
while I took the advantage of a rise in the ground on 
the east. We all arrived at the pond about the same 
time, and what a sight! One poor miserable little teal 
lhat had not strength enough to get out of the country. 

If that duck was riddled with shot after he was dead, 
it was his own fault, he should have Blayed with his 
companions. Where are the ducks? was now the ques¬ 
tion “I belave lhat could shnap last wake druv thim 
south,” says Pat. “Yes, but these few warm days 
have sent them north again, I think," observed Joe. 
The writer did not venture au opinion, as my Experi¬ 
ence has told me that the duck is a “mighty unac¬ 
countable bird.” 

Despairing of obtaining any duck Bhooting, we con¬ 
cluded to try the quail, therefore we proceeded to 
some noted ground where I had frequently bagged 
from three to five dozen in a day’s shorn in other years, 
but although we worked hard, and with good dogs, we 
only succeeded in shooting two dozen. It is evident 
that the severe cold of last winter, together with the 
wet summer, has told fearfully on the numbers of this 
little game bird. But although quail and ducks are 
Bcarce, prairie chickens have been more plenty than 
for several years past. Early in September, a friend 
and myself bugged an even hundred—and that too, 
with two dogs in their first season—in one day, and 
' even in the last week of October in the cornfields of 
Guthrie county, two of us captured 17 dozen; and by 
i the way, if there is any greater satisfaction in the way 
■ of sport than in making a right and left shot on these 
t noble birds at that time of the year, I should like to 
, experience it. . , ^ 

1 Jack snipe have been here in large numbers this sea- 
> son, and those of our sportsmen who think they are 
l worth the powder have had good shootiDg. 

1 A shooting club ha* been organized here, and that 
l they are the right kind of men who compose it, is evi¬ 
dent from the fact that although tbe club was formed 
r * only two weeks since, they have secured the birds and 


subscribed the money, and all arrangements made for 
tbe purpose of holding a grand shooting tournament on 
Thanksgiving day and the day following, Nov. 25th 
and 26th. A number of crack shots are expected from 
abroad, and a good time anticipated.

Paradise for Duck and Geese. 

To The Field: —Some of the readers of The Field 
may often inquire, where can we get a good point for 
shooting duck, &c? Experience being the best teacher, 
and being personally acquainted with the grounds I 
am about to mention, and also the accommodations 
which are to be hud (are good for a hunter), I would 
advise them to take a little trip to Meredosia, Ills. 
This point is situated on the Illinois River, and is on the 
direct line of the Toledo, Western & Wabash R. R , 
twenty miles west of Jerseyville, Ills. The Lake Shore 
Hotel is not by any means a (Palmer), but in it is a 
sportsman who will provide for an aching void after a 
day's shoot, and, too, will accompany you with boat 
and decoyt to the best point for shooting, and is well 
posted in all the beet points for getting a good flight. 

1 have made only one trip to this point this Beason, and 
with not my usual good luck, the day being a warm 
and bright day, noi a good day for much of a bag, as 
any sportsman ia aware, but we managed to capture 
twelve ducks, among them mallardB, blue bills and can¬ 
vas backs, also one goose and two squirrels—rather a 
small bag to report. A usual bag for two men, at thiB 
point, Is fifty to seventy-five birds, and among them 
will be brant, geese, &c. A dog is very useful if a good 
retriever for ducks, aDd the country is by no means the 
worst in the world for quail shooting, and then a dog 
would be indispensable. Parties thinning of taking a 
shoot should advise with proprietorof LakeShore Hotel, 
Meredosia, Ills., and he wilt be pleased to give them 
the needed information—ai.d would be on hand to join 
them if wished.

Stable Floors. 

Much haB been written upon the beBt material and 
style for the floors of stalls for horses. AH agree that 
nothing is so well suited to promote the comfort of the 
i animal, and to preserve the feet and legs in a healthy 
condition as a level bed of earth. But for obvious 
reasons this is regarded as impracticable in our climate. 
In England it bas heretofore been tbe custom to pave 
i be floors of stalls, usually with cobble stones, giving 
them a slight inclination either to the rear or the cen¬ 
ter, where a gutter or gate received the urine. Re- 
. cently good authorities have approved of the Aroeri- 
1 can plan of using chestnut or oak plank instead of 
1 stone, and a trial in London is said to hav e proved that 
i horses stand with more ease and safety on wood, rbe 
great objection to our common stable floors is the pitch 
s of from one to four inches, which is given for the pur- 
> pose of draining off i he urine. This is often much larger 
lhan is necessary, but any inclination to the rear is in- 
3 jurious for the reason that the toes of the animal are 
r {hereby turned up. and the back sinews, especially of 
1 the fore-legs, kept in a sort of unnatural tension. Most 

• men would object to being compelled to stand on their 
3 heels and horses in pasture are seen to stand with their 
f fore feet in holes which they have stamped out of the 
, soil. This enables them to remove the strain from the 
5 back sinews and give them real. One of the best de- 
1 vices for overcoming this difficulty, in stable floors, has 
1 heretofore been a sort of wooden grating or movable 
? floor placed upon the ordinary planking, the rear end 
“ of the pieces composing it being two or three inches 
- thicker than tbe other end, and tbe pieces being fasten- 
e ed half an inch apart, so as to allow the urine to flow 
3 down on to the lower floor, and then to the gutter in the 
d rear as usual. This arrangement is something expen- 
8 sive and troublesome, and a better one is desirable. 
e The following plan has been devised and adopted for 
L , my own stable, and seems to answer every requlre- 
n ment A floor of plank, with an inclination to the rear 
e of two inches is laid in the ordinary manner, except 
‘1 that the planks extend only to within two feet of the 
f- frontof the manger. The space between the ends of the 
*> planking and the maDger is covered with pieces which 
is are of the sume thickness with the planks where they 
•* join them, but are sawed so aB to be an inch aDd a half 
“» thinner at the manger. ThuB a pitch forward of an inch 

* and a half in two feet is obtained, and the horse can 
?• stand as suits him best, either as when at rest in the 
i- geld, or on the line of junction with his fure-feet level, 
e- or back of it with his toes turned up. The urine flows 

to the rear as usual, and the extra expense is merely 
“• nominal.— Scientific Farmer. 


Bear Hunting.— Breckenridge Ib emphatically the 
bear center of Colorado. No mailer what particular 
species one may fancy, he can always be accommodat¬ 
ed there. He can meet a cinnamon by twilight alone, 
or he can have half a dozen for company ; he can

Yard Breaking. 

Upon our principle of compulsory education, that U, 
teaching a dog to obey because he is ordered, and not 
because it is pleasing to him to perform the particular 
service, we prefer to begin as we mean to proceed 
throughout, and for this reason we never pet or play 
with a pup, but allow him to go wholly unrestrained, 
and as nearly as possible unnoticed, until satisfied that 
the time for first lessons has come, then we take him 
into an empty room and teach him to come in when 
called. 

To do this, put a collar on the pupil and fasten to it 
a light cord long enough to reach to any part of the 
room. Take no notice of the pup till he haB wandered 
to some distance, then with the cord in hand say 
“come in." No regard being paid to the order, repeat 
it a little more sharply, (yet, not so as to frighten the 
pup) and jerk the cord so as to throw the pup over. As 
soon as he regains his feet, repeat the command, and 
pull him in hand over hand, not allowing him any 
slack to relieve him from the strain that makes him 
aware of the new order of things. If he is frightened, 
soothe him, but do not act as if you are pleased with 
anything he has done, since he has as yet done nothing 
of his own idea. Repeat this lesson every few moments 
till he notices the command and obeys it. Now make 
much of him, and when he cones in promptly for the 
first time, reward him with some little delicacy in 
token of your approval. Work him till perfect, in and 
out of doors, before proceeding to your next lesson. 
The advantages of this method over the more common 
one of coaxing the pup to come to you, are, that by the 
latter he does not feel compelled to come, and if "busy 
with anything that attracts his notice, he will stop to 
gratify his curiosity before obeying you. On the con¬ 
trary, by our method the dog knows he must obey 
orders, and not refuse to come under any circumstan¬ 
ces; this you will find very useful later, when you have 
occasion to call your dog in perhaps for punishment, 
and are saved having to coax him first ana betray his 
confidence afterwards by the whipping, a treason he 
will not forget. With “come in,” beckon with the 
right hand, till the dog learns to obey either command 
or hand. 

The second lesson should be stopping and advancing 
at the word. There are few men who teach this, yet we 
regard it as one of the most useful lessons since it gives 
ns more complete control over the dog in the field than 
we can obtain by any other method. If the dog goes 
too fast on trail, ana “steady!” is not heeded, you can 
stop him in his tracks and hold him there till the ex¬ 
citement is passed. If ho is inclined to road up to his 
birds immediately on getting scent, and the birds are 
wild, you will get few shots if your dog is a wide 
ranger, but teach him to stop, ana you can control him 
completely, obliging him to wait for you as soon as he 
makes games, and in a Bhort time he will learn to 
point when he first strikes a trail, and stand till you 
come up before going to his birds. Should your game 
be ruffed grouse, you will find a dog thus broken by 
far the most killing to shoot over, and that your bag 
will bp heavier than it would if your dog did not stop 
to word and band. Lastly, by teaching the stop you 
can make your dog perfectly staunch, since you can 
keep him in hiB place as tongas you choose. Breakers 
generally teach the “to ho” to make a dog staunch, 
out do not use it under any other circumstances, and 
thuB lose many advantages besides those we have al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

To teach the stop, work the pup at meal times. Put 
a plate of food on the ground, and taking the pup by 
the collar, advance a few steps towards the plate, then 
bring him to a stand still, and at the same time give 
the command, “to ho.” If the pup attempts to advance 
say “to bo" sharply, and give his collar a jerk sufficient 
to make him stop; hold nira a few seconds, and then 
let him advance to eat a little; then pull him away and 
repeat the lesson. A few times trying will teach him 
to slop bv your side. Now put the cord on his collar, 
and teach him to stop when away from you. By en¬ 
couraging him to advance when you desire him to by 
the command, “hie on,” he will learn to advance at the 
word. Now combine the command “to ho” with rising 
the right hand, and work him till he will stop to hand 
as well as word. Use a forward move of the hand 
with “hie on," and he will soon learn to obey this mo¬ 
tion also. Teach the dog to come away from his plate 
by the command "fall back,” and a backward move of 
the hand, not. however, brought behind the hack, and 
you will by the use of hand or orders “fall back” and 
“hie on" be able to retire your dog from point in the 
field, and advance him to it at pleasure, a matter of no 
slight advantage at times. 

Next conies the charge, and for this the best com¬ 
mand is "drop," because least likely to be used by 
strangers, for whom the dog would soon learn to pay 
little attention to down or charge—words which all men 
are likely to use if a dog comes up and they fear he 
may fawn upon them. Take the clog by your side, and 
at the word push him down, placing the limbs in posi¬ 
tion, and with the hand on his back exerting sufficient 
force te keep him from rising till you give the word 
"up.” Wortc him till perfect, using with “drop” a 
downward move of the hand, and with “up” a corre¬ 
sponding motion. Allow him to keep his head up 
when at charge, unless you desire him to be as com¬ 
pletely hidden as possible. To provide for such con¬ 
tingency, teach him to put his head down between his 
paws at the command “close," or at a downward point 
of the index finger. 

Next comes retrieving. Teach the dog to set up in 
front of you at the command “set up." You will be 
obliged to place him in position a few times, which do 
by taking his collar in one hand so as to keep the head 
up, with the other arm passed round his hind legs just 
shove the hocks, force him to a sitting posture. Be 


f entle and do not frighten the pupil, or ypu will find 
ouble the work necessary. When he sets up promptly 
and without attempting to move away, fold a news¬ 
paper into a flat, hard fold about six inches long by- 
three wide, and hold this in front of the dog's nose, 
saying, “pick up;” he will not understand you, so take 
hold of his upper jaw with one hand, and open his 
mouth by gently but firmly inserting the the thumb on 
one side and fingers on the other between the teeth, put 
the paper into his mouth, and close the jaws upon it, 
holding them together and repeating the command so 
long os any attempt to reject the paper is made. Work 
in this way till the dog will take readily from your 
hand, then drop the hand towards the floor or on 
one side, and teach him to pick up these, 
gently pushing hiB bend in the required direction; 
change the paper occasionally to a bit of corn cob or 
round Btlck, and make him fully familiar with these 
objects. The reason of this is two-fold; first, jt accus¬ 
toms the dog to pick up anything, and again when he 
has to retrieve from the ground he cannot readily get 
hold of the paper. If the dog will not pick up from 
the ground after learning to take from the hand, push 
his head down and take the cob in your other hand, and 
when he opens his mouth put the cob in without rais¬ 
ing it from the floor. In this way he will learn to re¬ 
trieve from any position. Now change to other light 
objects, such as a glove, a roll of cloth or bunch of 
keys, but do not set him to retrieve heavy articles lest 
he become hard mouthed. The next step is to teach 
the dog to retain the objects and follow you. To do 
this put your hand under the dog’s jaw, lead him by 
the collar and check him if he attempts to drop what 
he is carrying. Having got him perfect in all this, 
throw the object on the ground at a little distance and 
say “fetch;" if, as is probable, the dog does not ad¬ 
vance, lead him gently forward, make him pick up and 
bring back to where you stood. In all cases make him 
step up and deliver into hand. Never allow him to 
drop what he is bringing as that may lose you a winged 
bird in the field, to say nothing of the bad looks of 
such slovenly breaking. After you get the dog to re¬ 
trieve well, secrete your object and teach your dog to 
hunt it up, using the word “fetch.” At first you will 
probably have to call the dog to you and go over the 
ground bending down as if looking for something, very 
earnestly waving your hand to and fro, and occasion¬ 
ally giving the well known command to keep the dog 
intent upon his work. Do not keep him long at first, 
but find quickly, lest he become tired, then as he grows 
more familiar and pleased, bide the object more care¬ 
fully, and gradually accustom the dog to look for it 
himself, but bero teach bim to look to you and obey 
the motions of your hand, as you did when you went 
with him to fetch. By this means you will really teach 
him another lesson, which is to obey the hand,and turn 
to right or left as it directs. This will be Of great help 
to you when, you come to work the dog in the field, 
which we shall speak of in our next article. 


Kennel Queries. 

Lincoln, Keithsburgh. My dog frequently comes 
home lame after hunting, and, upon examination, I 
find his feet tender to the touch, and somewhat not, 
though the skin may not be broken. The dog has but 
little work, and possibly his feet may not be hard 
enough to stand the frietjon. What can I do for him ? 
Ans. Undoubtedly the trouble is the want of work to 
thicken and toughen the pads of its feet. Bathe the 
feet at night in strong brine, and give the dog all the 
exercise you can. 

G. C., Milford. My pointer has a very long, fine tail, 
which he whips continually in hunting, the consequence 
is he has worn the skin ofi of about three inches from 
the tip, and it bleeds, and is very sore. I have tried 
different ointments, but they do not heal it effectually. 
Is there any way to remedy it ? Abb. In such cases 
we would recommend that the tail be shortened. Many 
pointers suffer in the same way, and are cured by 
docking the stern when all else fail. Such mutilation 
is regarded as disfiguring the dog, but we prefer ability 
to work to mere looks. 

A. F. G., Baltimore. My dog breaks shot and bites 
a bird badly before I can get to him. Will it do any 
good to put a muzzle on him ? I have tried all means I 
can think of to cure him of this habit. Ans. Try the 
check cord, and, if necessary, a spike collar with it. 
This, if persisted in, will cure him of breaking shot. 
Then try making him retrieve a bird with wires run 
through it bo as to lie just under the feathers. If this 
does not make him tender-mouthed, do not allow him 
to retrieve at all. The muzzle will undoubtedly pre¬ 
vent his biting, but is a most unsportsmanlike device. 

T. B. W., Fall River. Is mange contagious, and will 
it get into a kennel so that dogs will catch it, simply 
by inhabiting the places mangy dogs have been kept 
in ? Ans. Undoubtedly it is. All kennels should be 
carefully cleaned, the old beds removed, and the whole 
place thoroughly whitewashed with a wash containing 
carbolic acid. Too much care cannot be exercised. 
The dogs should be frequently examined, and as soon 
as the least suspicious appearance is noticed, the place 
should be rubbed with a little green iodide of mercury, 
one part to sixteen of lard, well applied, and internal 
medicine given, the best being Bix drops of Fowler's 
solution of arsenic twice a day for two weeks, or UDtil 
all is right again. _ _ _

Native vs. Imported Setters. 

To The Field: —There has been quite a large number 
of setters of the English, Gordon, and Irish classes im- 
orted during the paBt few years, parties believing that 
y securing stock, a record of whose ancestors had 
been carefully preserved, and who, on the show bench 
and at field trial, had been prize-takers, they would he 
able to appear in the field with their brother sports¬ 
men with dogs that would so far rival any of our 
present native stock that it would at once be aban¬ 
doned, and nothing but imported stock in a few years 
be considered of any value. In this laudable under¬ 
taking they are entitled to great credit for their liber¬ 
ality and their desire to improve the Bporting classes of 
dogs in this country; but has the stock imported real¬ 
ized all their anticipations ? This we leave for them 
to say. For one, I hope that it has ; still I have my 
doubts, and I have them for this reason. We now ana 
for many years, have had breeds of setters that were 
all that any one could wish in the field; they were 
fast, staunch, easily educated, with good olofactory 
organs; and in point of beauty, form, fineness of coat, 
elegance of carriage and affectionate disposition, that 
as yet I have not seen surpassed. We are told they 
have no pedigree—that they have uone, we are not 
willing to admit, although it has not been preserved, 
from the fact that until within a few years, such a 
ueBlion as asking for a dog's pedigree was unheard of. 
portsmen did not breed for the market, for there was 
not sufficient value placed on dogs to warrant it, con¬ 
sequently breeding for their own use they selected from 
the best specimens that asworkereon game had proved 
themselves reliable in every point that was valuable to 
the sportsmen. The bitch had been hunted whilst in 
whelp, almost to the time of gestation, and the pups 
were considered better on that account. There has 
not been that in-breeding to the same extent as in Eng¬ 
land, which I am led to believe has enfeebled the con¬ 
stitution of the specimens that have been produced in 
this country from this in-bred imported stock. I have 
no hesitation in saying had the record of the sire and 
dam of each specimen of our best hunting dogs been 
as carefully preserved as have those in England, the 
pedigree of our best field dogs would, although bred 
here, be fully equal to that of any imported stock, and 
show not as much in-breeding, which most authorities 
say deteriorates the stock in all its essential requisites 
for the field ; and I think our western sportsmen are 
ready for the triul in the Held at any time, and will, ai 
the coming bench show in Chicago, in January next, 
exhibit stock that for beauty of form, fineness of coat, 
and in general appearance, will not be considered in¬ 
ferior to the best importations. Let western sports¬ 
men bring their stock to thiB exhibition and see for 
themselves the relative merits of imported versus na¬ 
tive stock.

Yard Breaking. 

Upon our principle of compulsory education, that la, 
teaching a dog to obey because he is ordered, and not 
because it is pleasing to him to perform the particular 
service, we prefer to begin as we mean to proceed 
throughout, and for this reason we never pet or play 
with a pup, but allow him to go wholly unrestrained, 
and as nearly as possible unnoticed, until satisfied that 
the time for drat lessons has come, then we take him 
into an empty room and teach him to come in when 
called. 

To do this, put a collar on the pupil and fasten to it 
a light cord long enough to reach to any part of the 
room. Take no notice of the pup till he has wandered 
to some distance, then with the cord in hand say 
“come in." No regard being paid to the order, repeat 
It a little more sharply, (yet, not so as to frighten the 
pup) and jerk the cord so as to throw the pup over. As 
soon as he regains his feet, repeat the command, and 
pull him in hand over band, not allowing him any 
slack to relieve him from the strain that makes him 
aware of the new order of things. If he is frightened, 
soothe him, but do not act as if you are pleased with 
anything he has done, since he has as yet done nothing 
of his own idea. Repeat this lesson every few moments 
till he notices the command and obeys It. Now make 
much of him, and when he cones in promptly for the 
first time, reward him with some little delicacy in 
token of your approval. Work him till perfect, in and 
out of doors, before proceeding to your next lesson. 
The advantages of this method over the more common 
one of coaxing the pup to come to you, are, that by the 
latter he does not feel compelled to come, and if busy 
with anything that attracts his notice, he will atop to 
gratify his curiosity before obeying you. On the con¬ 
trary, by our method the dog knows he must obey 
orders, and not refuse to come under any circumstan¬ 
ces; this you will find very useful later, when you have 
occasion to call your dog in perhaps for punishment, 
and arc saved having to coax him first ana betray his 
confidence afterwards by the whipping, a treason he 
will not forget. With “come in,” beckon with the 
right hand, till the dog learns to obey either command 
or hand. 

The second lesson should be stopping and advancing 
at the word. There are few men who teach this, yet we 
regard it as one of the most useful lessons since it gives 
us more complete control over the dog in the field than 
we can obtain by any other method. If the dog goes 
too fast on trail, and “steady!" is not heeded, you can 
stop him in his tracks and hold him there till the ex¬ 
citement is passed. If he is inclined to road up to his 
birds immediately on getting scent, and the birds are 
wild, you will get few shots if your dog is a wide 
ranger, but teach him to stop, ana you cun control him 
completely, obliging him to wait for you as soon as he 
makes games, and in a short time be will learn to 
point when he first strikes a trail, and stand till you 
come up before going to his birds. Should your game 
be ruffed grouse, you will find a dog thus broken by 
far the most killing to shoot over, and that your bag 
will bo heavier than it would if your dog did not stop 
to word and hand. Lastly, by teaching the stop you 
can make your dog perfectly staunch, since you can 
keep him in hiB place as long as you choose. Breakers 
generally teach the "to ho"to make a dog Btaunch, 
but do not use it under any other circumstances, and 
thus lose many adv&ntages besides those we have al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

To teach the stop, work the pup at meal times. Put 
a plate of food on the ground, and taking the pup by 
the collar, advance a few steps towards the plate, then 
bring him to a stand still, ana at the same time give 
the command, “to ho." If the pup attempts to advance 
say “to bo" sharply, and give his collar a jerk sufficient 
to make him stop; bold him a few seconds, and then 
let him advance to eat a little; then pull him away and 
repeat the lesson. A few times trying wiil teach him 
to stop by your side. Now put the cord on bis collar, 
and teach him to stop when away from you. By en¬ 
couraging him to advance when you desire him to by 
the command, "hie on," he will learn to advance at the 
word. Now combine the command “to ho” with rising 
the right hand, and work him till he will stop to hand 
as well as word. Use a forward move of the hand 
with "hie on," and he will soon learn to obey this mo¬ 
tion also. Teach the dog to come away from his plate 
by the command “fall back," and a backward move of 
the hand, not, however, brought behind the back, and 
you will by the use of hand or orders "fall back” and 
"hie on" be Bble to retire your dog from point in the 
field, and advance him to it at'pleasurc, a matter of no 
slight advantage at times. 

Next comes the charge, and for this the best com¬ 
mand is "drop," because least likely to be used by 
strangers, for whom the dog would soon learn to pay 
little attention to down or charge—words which all men 
are likely to use if a dog comes up and they fear he 
may fawn upon them. Take the aog by your side, and 
at tbe word push him down, placing the limbs in posi¬ 
tion, and with the hand on his back exerting sufficient 
force te keep him from rising till you give the word 
"up.” Work him till perfect, using with "drop" a 
downward move of the hand, and with "up” a corre¬ 
sponding motion. Allow him to keep his head up 
when at charge, unless you desire him to be as com¬ 
pletely hidden aB possible. To provide for such con¬ 
tingency, teach him to put his head down between bis 
paws at the command “close,” or at a downward point 
of tbe Index finger. 

Next comes retrieving. Teach the dog to set up In 
front of you at the command “set up.” You will be 
obliged to place him in position a few times, which do 
by taking his collar in one hand so as to keep the head 
up, with the other arm passed round his hind legs just 
above the hocks, force him to a sitting posture. Be 


S entlo and do not frighten the pupil, or ypu will find 
ouble the work necessary. When he sets up promptly 
and without attempting to move away, fold a news¬ 
paper into a flat, hard told about six inches loDg by 
three wide, and hold this in front of the dog's nose, 
saying, "pick up;" he will not understand you, so take 
hold of his upper jaw with one haud, and opeD his 
mouth by gently but firmly inserting tbe tbe thumb on 
one side and fingers on the other between the teeth, pul 
tbe paper into hts mouth, and close the jawe upon it, 
holding them together and repeating the command so 
long as any attempt to reject tbe paper is made. Work 
in this way till the dog will take readily from your 
hand, then drop the hand towards the floor or on 
one side, and teach him to pick up these, 
gently pushing his head in the required direction; 
change the paper occasionally to a bit of corn cob or 
round stick, and make him fully familiar with these 
objects. The reason of this iB two-fold; first, jt accus¬ 
toms the dog to pick up anything, and again when he 
has to retrieve from the ground he cannot readily get 
hold of the paper. If the dog will not pick up from 
the ground after learning to take from the hand, push 
his head down and take the cob in your other hand, and 
when he opens bU mouth put the cob in without rais¬ 
ing it from the floor. In this way he will learn to re¬ 
trieve from any position. Now change to other light 
objects, such as a glove, a roll of cloth or bunch of 
keys, but do not set him to retrieve heavy articles lest 
he become hard mouthed. The next step is to teach 
the dog to retain the objects and follow you. To do 
this put your hand under the dog’s jaw, lead him by 
tbe collar and check him if he attempts to drop what 
he is carrying. Having got him perfect in all this, 
throw the object on the ground at a little distance and 
say “fetch;” if, as is probable, the dog does not ad¬ 
vance, lead him gently forward, make him pick up and 
bring back to where you stood. In all cases make him 
step up and deliver into band. Never allow him te 
drop wbat lie is bringing as that may lose you a winged 
bird in the field, to say nothing of the bad looks of 
such slovenly breaking. After you get the dog to re¬ 
trieve well, secrete your object and teach your dog to 
hunt it up, using the word "fetch." At first you will 
probably have to call the dog to you and go over the 
ground bending down as if looking for something, very 
earnestly wavmg your hand to and fro, and occasion¬ 
ally giving the well known command to keep the dog 
intent upon his work. Do not keep him long at first, 
but find quickly, lest be become tired, then as be grows 
more familiar and pleased, hide the object more care¬ 
fully, and gradually accustom the dog to look for it 
himself, but hero teach him to look to you and obey 
the motions of your hand, as you did when you went 
with him to fetch. By this means you will really teach 
him another lesson, which is to obey the hand,and turn 
to right or left as it directs. This will be of great help 
to you when, vou come to work the dog in the field, 
which we shall speak of in our next article. 


Kennel Queries. 

Lincoln, Keithsburgh. My dog frequently comes 
home lame after hunting, and, upon examination, I 
find his feet tender to the touch, and somewhat not, 
though the skin may not be broken. The dog has but 
little work, Bnd possibly his feet may not be hard 
enough to stand the frietjou. What can I do for him ? 
Ans. Undoubtedly the trouble is the want of work to 
thicken and toughen the pads of its feet. Bathe the 
feet at night in strong brtne, and give the dog all the 
exercise you can. 

G. C., Milford. My pointer has a very long, fine tail, 
which he whips continually in hunting, the consequence 
is be has worn the akin off of about three inches from 
the tip, and it bleeds, and is very sore. I have tried 
different ointments, but they do not heal it effectually. 
Is there any way to remedy it 1 Ans. In Buch cases 
we would recommend that the tail be shortened. Many 
pointers suffer in the same way, and are cured by 
docking tbe stern when all else fail. Such mutilation 
is regarded as disfiguring the dog, but we prefer ability 
to work to mere looks, 

A. F. G., Baltimore. My dog breaks shot and bites 
a bird badly before I can get to him. Will it do any 
good to put a muzzle on him ? I have tried all means! 
can think of to cure him of this habit. Ans. Try the 
check cord, and, if necessary, a spike, collar with it. 
This, if persisted in, will cure him of breaking shot. 
Then try making him retrieve a bird with wires run 
through it bo sb to lie just under the feathers. If this 
does not make him tender-mouthed, do not allow him 
to retrieve at all. The muzzle will undoubtedly pre¬ 
vent bis biting, but is a moat unsportsmanlike device. 

T. B. W. t Fall River. Is mange contagious, aud will 
it get into a kennel so that dogs will catch it, simply 
by inhabiting the places mangy dogs have been kept 
in ? Ans. Undoubtedly it is. All kennels should be 
carefully cleaned, the old beds removed, and the whole 
place thoroughly whitewashed with a wash containing 
carbolic acid. Too much care cannot be exercised 
The dogs should be frequently examined, and as soon 
as the least suspicious appearance is noticed, the place 
should be rubbed with a little green iodide of mercury, 
one part to sixteen of lard, well applied, and internal 
medicine given, the best, being six drops of Fowler’s I 
solution of arsenic twice a day for two weeks, or until 
all iB right again. _ _ _

NatiTe vs. Imported Setters. 

To The Field: —There has been quite a large number 
of setters of the English, Gordon, and Irish classes im- 
orted during the past few years, parties believing that 
y securing stock, a record of whose ancestors had 
been carefully preserved, and who, on the show bench 
and at field trial, had been prize-lakers, they would be 
able to appear in the field with their brother sports¬ 
men with dogs that would so far rival any of our 
present native stock that it would at once be aban¬ 
doned, and nothing but imported stock in a few years 
be considered of any value. In this laudable under¬ 
taking they are entitled to great credit for their liber¬ 
ality and their desire to improve the sporting classes of 
dogs in thiB country; but has the stock imported real¬ 
ized all their anticipations ? This we leave for them 
to say. For one, I hope that it has ; still I have my 
doubts, and I have them for this reason. We now and 
for many years, have had breeds of setters that were 
all that any one could wish in the field; they were 
fast, staunch, easily educated, with good olofactory 
organs; and in point of beauty, form, fineness of coat, 
elegance of carriage and affectionate disposition, that 
as yet I have not seen surpassed. We are told they 
have no pedigree—that they have none, we are not 
willing to admit, although it has not been preserved, 
from the fact that until within a few years, such a 
uestion as asking for a dog’s pedigree was unheard of. 
portsmen did not breed for the market, for there waB 
not sufficient value placed on dogs to warrant it, con¬ 
sequently breeding for their own use they selected from 
the best specimens that as workers on game had proved 
themselves reliable in every point that was valuable to 
tbe sportsmen. The bitch had been hunted whilst in 
whelp, almost to the time of gestation, and the pups 
were considered better on that account. There has 
not been that in-breeding to the same extent as in Eng¬ 
land, which I am led to believe has enfeebled the con¬ 
stitution of the specimens that have been produced in 
this country from this in-bred imported stock, I have 
no hesitation in saying had the record of the sire and 
dam of each specimen of our best hunting dogs been 
as carefully preserved as have those in England, the 
pedigree of our best field dogs would, although bred 
here, be fully equal to that of any imported stock, ami 
show not as much in-breeding, which most authorities 
say deteriorates the stock in ail its essential requisites 
for the field ; and I think our western sportsmen are 
ready for the trial in the field at any time, and will, at 
the coming bench show in Chicago, in January next, 
exhibit stock that for beauty of form, fineness of coat, 
and in general appearance, will not be considered in¬ 
ferior to the best importations. Let western sports¬ 
men bring their stock to this exhibition and see for 
themselves the relative merits of imported versus na¬ 
tive stock.

Mr. Baltazzi’s importation now stands 
first favorite for the Derby of next year, as I supposed 
the winner of the race would, as to have won over the 
course must stamp him a race-horse and a stayer. The 
racing on the final day was very interesting. In the 
rich jockey club cup race over the Csesurwitch course, 
a very fair field of stayers came to the. post, composed 
of Kaiser, Apology, Gang Forward, Spinaway, Balfe, 
Nougat, Dictature, and Carnelion—all at weight for 
age. It was a fine race from pnd to end, Apology tak¬ 
ing the lead, to be headed by Spinaway, Nougat, and 
Gang Forward, who, in turn, were joined by Balfe and 
Carnelion, half a mile from home ; but the distance told 
on the former who compounded, shortly followed by 
Gang Forward and Nougat; Spinaway now made a 
tremendous effort to stall off Carnelion, who, however, 
slowly crept ahead of her, when of a sudden, J. Os¬ 
borne brought up Apology with a splendid rush, very 
much after the manner of Fordham; hut in the set-to 
the colt maintained his advantage and won by a neck ; 
Spinaway, beaten a length, was third. The believers 
in Carnelioo's staying powers have at last achieved a 
crowning success, and he bids fair to be the cup horse 
of next year, and it will be very interesting to see him 
meet Galopin, as there is no doubt the Derby winner 
will throw in for some of the cups. 

The very pleasant week was somewhat marred by 
the accidents in the big field for the Cambridgeshire; 
Leveret broke a blood vessel, and was stopped, but 
Pompadour crossed her legs and fell almost where 
Actma did. and in falling broke her thigh, and had to 
be shot. Willie Challoner unfortunately was found to 
have his leg broken just above the ankle. Mr. Man- 
nington, the owner of Sutton, deserves his success for 
the very masterly way in which he cured Sutton of his 
ringbones, so as to put h im in the hands of hi9 trainer 
clean, and sound enough to be trained. Robert Peek 
has been purchasing very heavily this season and on dit, 
that he is the hand of the Duke of Westminster, who 
will hoist the yellow and black and send it to do battle 
on as choice a stud as money can purchase. 

The topic of news among cattle-breeders is the death 
of Duke of Aosta, from foot and mouth disease ; he 
was en ro-ute from the show at Glasgow to the show at 
Londonderry, and probably took the disease in the 
boat; he came home, however, and died. There have 
been some sales of good stock lately, but the fever 
beat of high prices has abated, and good cattle were 
purchased at fair prices. Lord Kinnaird is agitating 
the judging at shows by fixed points, and it is to be 
hoped he will have success. All shows should be on 
this basis, aod we should then have less bickering 

Lovers of the leash are now plunged into the midst 
of their favorite sport. Good meetings have been held 
at Ripon, Halvergate, Mid AnnaDdale and Kyle; and 
there is no doubt that every entry for the Blue Riband 
will be well tried and tested between this and the try- 
sting day. There was nothing remarkable, however, 
so we may turn to other fields and find food more 
agreeable to our palate for good thiDgs. 

Athletes had an unpleasant gathering at the L. A. C. 
grounds at Lillie Bridge, for it rained with dogged per¬ 
sistency for the greater part of the afternoon. This, 
of course, militated against good time; still we bad the 
prospect of fine sport, as Slade, Hill, and Burt, were to 
run, and it wub expected that fast time would be made. 
Slade was greatly fancied, but, on stripping, he was 
seen to be beefy, and this was conclusively proved 
after he had led his men for 500 yards at a terrific 
pace. Hill and Burt both quitted him on the straight, 
making a fine race home, but Hill out-footed Burt 
and won in the good time of 2 minutes and 25 seconds 
by Bix yards. In the 800 yards handicap, Ellborough 
lost the credit of doing the fastest on record, by being 
put forward 0yards from the scratch, instead of being 
on the scratch, as he was the virtual scratch man. 
This imaginary scratch man is a myth, and should not 
be, as it spoils the sport. Ellborough was third in his 
heat and beaten a yard, and it waB run in 31 min. and 
2-5 secs. 

At the meeting of the 8t. George’s Bicycle Club, 
some very good sport was Bhown, but the noteworthy 
feature in it was the fact that Keen, (the champion,) 
was matched to beat the fastest ten miles on record ; 
this he did, but failed to win the handicap in which 


he started, being beaten by B. Keen, of Clapham, who 
hud 1,000 yardr start, and completed his distance in 82 
minutes and 35 seconds, the champion’s time being 88 
minutes and 25J seconds, beating Taylerson’s nmateur 
time by 1 minute and 15J seconds. Stanton is now 
running against time to do 650 miles in seven days. It 
is no very great feat, and he will do it easily.

National Billiard Tournament.

New York, Nov. IB. 

The National Billiard Toarnament opened here Monday night 
at Tammany Hall, in tbe main hall where the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential convention of 1868 was held. Seats were so arranged in 
raised tiers that ibe table upon which tbe games were played was 
la the center of a great square. Speclol arrangements were made 
for the comfort orlaidleeand their gentlemen escorts. Quite a 
sprinkling of tbe fair sex were present, who appeared to take con- 
sfderableiuieren in the game. First game of the evening was played 
hy Cyrille and Joseph Dion, and the second contest was between 
Maurice Daly and A. P. Rudolph. The games were 300 points, 
French caroms. * It may lie mentioned here that the sum of $3,600 
has been subscribed for prizes by a few well known gentlemen In 
the city, and they are to be divided in four, the first $1,BOO. the 
second $1,000, the third $650, and tbe fourth $360. 

The game between the Dions began precisely at quarter past 8. 
Cyrille won the lead, and made only one the first Inning, Joseph 
following, with the earns success. The playing was very close 
from this point up to the end of the fifth inning, when the score 
stood 4t to 44. Joe made a bad miss, which seemed to demoralize 
him, and after several vain attempts to make up his loss, which 
was depreciated by three breaks of 40, 41 and 48 iu the seventh, 
eleventh and twenty-fifth Innings. Cyrille made an easy run out 
in the 30th innings.

HARVARD VS. TALE—OPENING MATCH OP THE SEASON. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov 18. 

The first mitch of the season between the clubs of these uni 
versitlea, uuder the rules recently agreed upon by them came to 
an issue this afternoon, at Hamilton Park, and resulted in favor 
of the Harvard*. About 2,00ft people were present. amoDg whom 
were many ladies. The Yales lost the toss for goals; so Arnold 
kicked off for them in fine style. The ball, however, was quickly 
returned by the backs of Harvard. The Harvard* followed the 
ball, and some very lively scrimmages took place, in which the 
training of the Harvards told heavily, for within five minutes of 
kicking off close following almost secured a touch down for the 
Harvards. The hall was kicked out, blit very soon a very line 
drop by Leeds secured the first goal against the Yales. The 
Yales kicked off again, but after a brief rally. Seamans by a splen¬ 
did long drsp scored tho second goal for the Harvards, within 10 
mlnult a of calling play. This fairly roused the Yale men to tre¬ 
mendous efforts, and as they were willing to accept the lessons 
of-defeat, followed more closely and steadily onto tbe ball, and 
for some time penned the Harvards, till Leeds by a splendid run 
cleared all the Yale mep but Thompson, by whom he was cackled. 
The ball was dropped and driven behind the goal line by the 
rush of the Harvard forwards. But here Trumbull by some very 
brilliaut dodging saved the “touch down,” aud again the battle 
raged fiercely till half time. 

The Harvards kicked off, and after a brief rally lu the ceuter of 
the grounds, it was worked down to the Yale quarters; then read¬ 
ily driven back however, but as it turned out, fatally, tor Thay¬ 
er secured a touch down, which counted as a goal to the Harvard*. 
After the kick off the Yales were quite penned, and a fourth goal 
was secured on the touch down plan. The game was very fine 
now for some time, brilliant rune and equally brilliant tackling 
and returning beiug the order of play. 

Herrick, however, managed to get a ** touch down,” which 
scored the fourth goal for the Harvards. The fifth goal was food 
after earned by the close following of Tower and Herrick. The 
play still continued fiercely though the asourance of victory for 
the Harvards, and the certifiesty of defeat, for the Yales, made it 
lees brilliant; however, the flarvarde secured a sixth goal by 
means of Blanchard's touch down, and t»t call of * tiuie,” the 
Yales were being closely pressed down in tiielr own quarter. 

The Yales were beaten by that splendid scientific knowledge of 
the game which so lately enabled the Harvards to overthrow the 
Montreal team. It shows more clearly than a volume wbat little 
chance an unscientific team* however strong, has over one well 
drilled and handled.

A New Racing Association. 

We arc glad to learn that an effort is being made by 
several gentlemen interested in trotting and the 
ihoroughbrod towards organizing a Racing Association, 
with u very fait prospect of success. A bill for this 
purpose will be. presented to the next legislature. The 
leorpdrstidn Will be composed of some of the wealthi¬ 
est tintl mobt influential men in the West, who will use 
their money ami influence towards instituting a race 
course ir. Chicago which will be a credit to the city and 
worthy of the patronage of all honorable turfmen. 
The track will be located on the West Side, where can 
be found the most suitable grounds; and which will be 
easier of access than any other part of the city. It is 
a deplorable fact that Chicago never fans shown that 
enterprise in turf matters which is characteristic of her 
in almost everything else. And this ean be attributed 
to the lack of management on the part of those who 
have had charge of Dexter Park—the only one in the 
city. Odium has rested on this course, and justly too. 
The trots which have taken place at this park have 
been very unsatisfactory affairs, savoring strongly of 
hippodrome, and not at all commendable on the part 
of its management. Some of our most noted turfmen 
have refused to enter their horses at these meetings 
because of their want of confidence in having things 
conducted on the principle of fairness and justice. 
They are not unmindful of transactions which have 
been concocted for the purpose of “fleecing” the pub¬ 
lic and consequently have no disposition to take part 
in any meetings held there while the present cloud 
hangs over it. There are other drawbacks connected 
with this park besides its mismanagement; which 
make it very unpopular, nnd these are, its distance 
from the city, the difficulty of reaching it, nnd the in¬ 
conveniences to which the public is subjected after 
getting there. There is no amphitheatre worthy of the 
name; in fact, it is a disgrace to any respectable park. 

We trust that these defects will be overcome in the 
establishment of a new park, and we are confident they 
will, as it will be in hands who will take pride in mak¬ 
ing it not only an honor to the city, but a credit to our 
Western turfmen. With a park which will compare 
favorably with the best in the East, and managed as it 
should be, by competent stewards, there is no reason 
why it Bhould not prove a grand success foT the incor¬ 
porators. Not only gentlemen who have a strong in¬ 
terest in the turf will enter their horses, but the better 
class of the community upon whom success depends, 
will become its patrons, thereby giving it popularity 
and prosperity. 

Athletics at the Centennial, 

Wc agree with the New York Herald in stating that 
steps should be taken at once to hold at Philadelphia 
Dext July an athletic meeting worthy of the lime and 
the nation. Already a series of water contests, cover¬ 
ing an entire week, have been arranged, but these test 
the physical powers in only one way, and are but a 
branch of what might and ought to be furnished in 
comparing the power and stay of men. Let there be 
a meeting at which the Scotchman may toas his caber, 
the German turner, with his Buperb agility, may com¬ 
pete with the lithe Frenchman in feats gymnastic, and 
the sturdy Englishman, the tireless Cossack, the hardy 
Canadian, the bold trapper or the fleet Indian, may 
walk or run us down if he can. Nothing in all the ex¬ 
hibition will more interest our youth or leave a deeper 
impression on their minds than this matching of the 


best men of all nations, Omit entirely the coarser 
manly sports, let absolute fairness be guaranteed, hold 
out generous rewards. Let the fittest committee the 
country can afford be promptly organized, get in com¬ 
munication with the first athletes of the world, secure 
their passage here at low rates, and their comfort while 
here in a way which will make the trip within their 
grasp and inviting, prepare the grounds most careful¬ 
ly, and be sure to comfortably accommodate the enor- 
raouB throng who will gladly vary their day of pleas¬ 
ure seeking with a look at these hurtless and manly pas¬ 
times. . 

Can the Engltsh outrow, outshoot, outwalk, outrun, or 
out jump us, heat us at base ball, cricket, or football, 
or swim a faster mile on the Schuylkill ? Capt. Webb 
has, and most deservedly, a world-wide reputation, 
but he little knows the hearty reception which awaits 
him, if he will give us a look at him on this side of 
the water. Tnke a list of all the best performances in 
walking or running contests in modern, Indeed in any 
days, and the great majority of the winners are Eng¬ 
lishmen. Scattered over our land there are more good 
runners, both professional and amateur, than most men 
are aware of, while the interest in fast walking over 
both short nnd long distances, has been of late years 
decidedly on the increase. The large and very suc¬ 
cessful athletic meeting of the students last summer at 
Saratoga, when the racing occupied a whole day, and 
this the third year only since these contests were in¬ 
augurated, and the doings of the Chicago and New 
York Athletic and Scottish Clubs alone, show how 
popular these pastimes have already become, and it 
would be unfortunate to lose so rare an opportunity to 
give to them an impetus which can scarcely now he 
estimated, especially when the cost of such a step will 
be comparatively trifling.

The White Stocking grounds, corner of State and 
Twenty-third streets, having been offered to the club, 
it was resolved to accept them, and a vote of thanks 
was returned to the management of the White Stock¬ 
ings for their courtesy. The grounds can be used for 
practice every afternoon from 3 to 5 o'clock. 

On motion, Mondays, Fridays and Saturdays were 
chosen for regular games. 

A committee was appointed to draft constitution and 
by-laws, and the meeting adjourned very well pleased 
with its work. 

It is a decided subject of congratulation to all West¬ 
ern athletes that this most energetic and admirable 
game has been put on a fair footing, for it gives us a 
wherewithal to keep our muscles in training during the 
long months of our winter. 

We are empowered to state that any gentleman 
wishing to be enrolled as a member should send his 
name to the captain, addressed to our office, calling on 
him personally to obtain his membership pasB ticket 
for the grounds. The club has shown one decided vir¬ 
tue in making the initiation fee and dues small, so that 
there may be no pecuniary deterent tea very full mem¬ 
bership. Mr. Curtis, the president of the club, has 
a national reputation as an athletic gentleman. Under 
such a head we have no fear that the club will show a 
good record, and be ere long capable of pitting itself 
against even the hest clubs of Canada and the Eastern 
States. We are especially pleased to see that the young 
athletes remembered an athletic hero by paying Jimmy 
Wood the compliment of placing him upon their direc¬ 
torate. But for cruel fate there would have been no 
more enthusiastic foot ball player than this splendid

Udora the 5th, a small red heifer,, 
calved June 17th of this year, ran up to $2,000, and 
headed the list. Some others reached four figures, 
wiz; Udoro 4th, $1,400; Lady Chamberlain 8th, $1,075, 
and Rodomcla and Xanthe 4th, $4,000 each. 

The bulls of this herd brought, so to 9peak, no price 
at all, unless topping the list with $390. 

The remainder of the Crcslon herd at very low prices, 
to he followed by the Glen Echo lot, some of which 
ran to a fair price. Red Rose 8th realized $1,200, but 
the next highest price was but $500 paid for Kitty 
Clover and Valley Bell respectively. The first Mar¬ 
quis of Bute was a very cheap purchase, and showed 
good judgment on the part of Mr. Sam Dysant, of 
Franklin Grove.

Tue Bio Bridge.— The New Yorkers begin to think 
thut the bridge which is now being built ucross the 
East River, will be completed about July, 1879. The 
work on it thus fur has cost $5,800,000, and it is esti¬ 
mated that at least $10,000,000 more will be required 
to complete it. The expense of labor and material 
averages about $78,000 per month. The tower on the 
Brooklyn side was finished two months ago. On the 
New York tower, work will be suspended on Dec. 1st 
for the winter ; hut it is slated that the structure will 
be completed and everything made ready for the 
throwing over of a temporary bridge early in the sum¬ 
mer of next year. On this temporary structure the 
workmen will weave the wires into the permanent sup¬ 
porting cables. The galvanized ropes for the foot 
bridge are to weigh twelve pounds per foot, and are 
to he 2J inches in diameter, with a breaking strength 
of not less than 240 tons. As yet, no contracts for 
wire-work have been made. The work ot demolish¬ 
ing buildings for the New York anchorage, will be 
undertaken in May next.

A UTTUC TALK WITH THB MOST POPULAR COMEDIAN 
OP THB DAT. 

In the course of a conversation with John Raymond, 
toward the close of his very successful engagement 
here last week, a Ledger representative was furnished 
with some interesting facts touching the career of that 
very popular and successful comedian. 

“This story of my life," began Mr. Raymond, “ is 
but the experience of many who have adopted the 
stage as a profession. It is a mixture of stern fact9 
ana uneventful episodes. I was born in Buffalo, N. 
Y., on the fifth of April, 1886, and made my first ap¬ 
pearance in public in Rochester, N. Y., at the age of 17 
as Lopez in “The Honey Moon." To tell you the can¬ 
did truth. I must say that I was a little discouraged 
with my first effort. 1 did not make the success that I 
had anticipated; but I put & bold face on the matter, 
and went to work in downright earnest, to either win 
or lose the battle. By attentive application I held my 
position in Rochester, and soon eiftercd a stock com¬ 
pany in New York city, where I remained, doing little 
bits, until the summer of 1864. During the farewell 
engagement of Anna Cora Mow alt, 1 bad the honor of 
playing “ lngomar” to her "Parthonia.” I believe 1 
caught the public eye in that character; at any rate I 
was highly complimented by my friends and greatly 
encouraged. I remained in New York for three sea¬ 
sons, ana, I think, made some impression in such char¬ 
acters as “Toby Twinkle" in “All that Glitters is not 
Gold;” “Hurry Dove” in "Married Life;” “Major Wel¬ 
lington De Boots” in “Everybody's Friend;” "Timothy 
Toodles,” and other comedy parts. In 1868, I was en¬ 
gaged as low comedian in the Chestnut street Theatre, 
Philadelphia, where l first played “Asa Trenchard" In 
Sothern's American Cousin. This character brought 
me into some prominence, and I was rewarded for my 
efforts by receiving a letter from Mr. Solhern, asking 
me to come to Loadon and play the part there. 

“Leaving my stock engagement, 1 sailed for Europe, 
and on July 1, 1867, made my debut before an English 
audience. As Buckstone, the famous comedian, had 
made the part of “Asa Trenchard" one of his successes, 
I thought that my task would be a hard one. On the 
contrary, 1 struck the public fancy, and remained with 
my foreign friends almost two years. 

“There was one little incident in my first appearance 
as Asa, that will illustrate the Englishman's opinion of 
his American cousin. You will remember that Ass 
Trenchard is a very rich young American on his travels. 
Now, Buckstone had been accustomed to play the part 
In a swallow-tailed blue coat with brass buttons, striped 
nankeen trousers, fastened to the boots w ith a strap; 
and a white furry plug hat, the popular English idea of 
an American costume. This is absurd. No American 
ever was so dressed, but Buckstone's nightly appear¬ 
ance in this nonsensical garb was sure to bring down 
the house. Well, I came into the green-room about 
the time for the curtain to rise, dressed as any ordinary 
young gentleman from this country would appear. 1 
I remember that it was in some sort of brown cloth, 
cut stylishly, with a light spring overcoat and decent 
gloves, hat and boots. 

"The manager met me in the door. ‘We commence 
to perform at half-past seven, and you hare only ten 
minutes, Mr. Raymond,’ said he. 

“Well," said I. 

" ‘But you’ll have to hurry,’ said he 

“ ‘For wbalf’ said I. 

" ‘Why, to dress,' said be. 

“ ‘But I am dressed,’ said I. 

“ ‘In that suit?’ said he. 

“ ‘Certainly,’ said I. 

“‘Well, he remonstrated earnestly, but I stuck to it 
and did all the Trenchard business abroad in lust that 
same suit of clothes, and 1 flatter myself that 1 did my 
country something of a service in correcting a very 
foolish impression about her people. Those English 
know so little about us over here; you have no idea. 

“In 1869 I returned to New York, played a time 
there, and made a starring tour. I then went to San 
Francisco, where I remained two sea>ons. In 1871 I 
was engaged to play the part of Dick Swiveller to Lotta's 
‘Little Marchioness'at Booth’s Theatre. The follow- 
i ig year 1 went to Boslou, and gained some favorable 
comment as ‘Wilkins Micawber.' The theatre was de¬ 
stroyed by Are, as you remember, and so I made a star¬ 
ring* tour through California. List season a young San 
Francisco journalist, named Dinsmore, wrote me a 
dramatization of Mark Twain's Gilded Age, entitled 
' Jolonel Sellers.' 1 played the star part until prevented 
by Mr. Cummins, who afterwards arranged with me to 
perform his own dramatic revision- I took the play, 
a ad, sir, 1 tell you ‘there's millions in it.'" 

“I have recently been told," continued Mr. Raymond, 
“(bat the original Col. Sellers lives near Evansville, Ind., 
aid, as I am going there in a week or two, 1 am prom¬ 
ised the pleasure of meeting him. I don’t know what 
he will say to me. but if it all comes out as well as my 
experience with Col. Dick Thompson, it'll be all right.” 

“How was That, Mr. Raymond?" 

“You remember Dick Thompson? He was a very 
gallant Confederate officer, I believe, and that’s the 
same name as one of the characters in the play, as you 
know. Well, a year or so ago, I received a letter, sign¬ 
ed Dick Thompson, with the cheerful threat that if 1 
ever used his name in my play again, he would shoot 
me on sight. You see there has been a good deal of 
trouble off and on about the characters in the play, 
aDd 1 supposed, of ccurse, that his was another after 
the same kind. 8o I took the note to a friend—‘Do 
you know Dick Thompson?” said I. 

“Yes,” said he, “he is one of your shootin' sort—a 
bowling ractoon from the mountains, as they say out 
West.” 

“Well, I thought about it for a little while, and all 
at once it occurred to me that it was a sell. So I sat 
down and answered bis letter in a style that would've 
made your hair stand on end. The next mail brought 
me an answer: 'All right, old fellow,’ he wrote, "yon°ve 


K ie end I'll stand the wine when I see you.' Now, 
. Sellers does as well by me down In Evansville, 
we'll have a good time together." 

During the conversation Mr. Raymond took occasion 
to say that lie admired the Louisville audiences, and 
that he considered our theatre goers very warm heart¬ 
ed, just and critical. 

“You have a gem in this beautiful theatre, and it 
shquid be patronized. Mr. Macauley deserves great 
credit for his efforts, and I am glad to see that ne is 
being rewarded for his trouble." 

He also stated that he bad made many changes in 
Mark Twain's manuscript, and added very much to the 
text. 

Mr. Raymond departed on the 11 o’clock train, Sat¬ 
urday night, and proceeded to Boston, via the Pan Han¬ 
dle route. __ 

Farces. 

A writer in a late Issue of the New York Dramatic 
Newt thus expresses his views, with which we fully 
coincide. He says: “1 have long regretted that the 
old-time custom of farces coming before und after the 
piece de reeittance of the evening should have died 
out in New York. In Loudon they always have three 
pieces of an evening, and I still believe that a mana¬ 
ger could make a fortune here by going back to the 
good old custom, supposing he buu a low comedian of 
some talent. For rollicking humor and right down fun 
we have never bad the equal of many ot the one-act 
farces. Box and Cox, Poor Pillicody, Ici on Parle 
Francais and numberless others arc unequalled by any 
of the more pretentious pieces of to-day. There was 
something healthful and hearty about them that we 
don't find in the maudlin sentimentality of the modern 
English and French schools. And, besides this, these 
little plays would be absolutely new to the play goers 
of the present generation.” 

We think that a vaudeville theatre, at which only 
short farces should be given, would prove successful. 
The English half-price system would, we opine, be 
immensely so. If, after the second or third act of the 
leading play, there was to be ball-price all over the 
bouse to see its ciosiug acts and a farce, wc feel per¬ 
suaded that managers would find themselves benefit- 
ted by the arrangement, for there are many men who 
cannot get up to the theatre until late, and who object 
to pay Full price to see half the performance, hut who 
would willingly pay a reduced entry fee to do so. We 
recommend half-prices ami farces to the consideration 
of theatrical managers. They are all compluinitig of 
the losses they are enduring at present, Why not do 
something to remedy the evil? To tell the truth, the 
admission to the theatres in New York is too high. 
Young men cannot afford to pay two dollars. There 
ought to be one part of the theatre set apart for gen¬ 
tlemen, as in European theatres, the admission to 
which should not exceed fifty cents. “There is no 
place in the New York theatres for people with moder¬ 
ate incomes, who have some claims to gentility,” said 
a well known writer recently in the Sun. "A man, if 
be takes his wife and daughters to the theatre, must 
agree to spend from eight to fifteen dollars, a week's 
salary, in order to gratify them." Iu London he could 
procure them the entertainment for about half the 
price, and in Paris for less than a third. We do not 
include in this statement the opera, which is exceed¬ 
ingly dear in those cities, but the ordinary theatres, 
the admission to the pit of which is usually two shil¬ 
lings, orchestra Btalls five shillings, dress-circle three 
shillings, and gallery sixpence. Ladies can go to the 
dress-circle, and even to the pit if not very elaborate¬ 
ly dressed. In Paris, ladies can go to the circles where 
they pay only two francs admission with seat. Here, 
unless a man is exceedingly well off, he cannot go to 
the theatre with his family; hence, our theatres are 
not patronized by a large class, who would otherwise 
attend them. _

Drasdil, 
at the Bret performance of the Oratorio of Elijah, on 
November 10th, at 8teinway Hall. The Kiralty Sis¬ 
ters, Julia Matthews, Booth as Hamlet, Arabella God¬ 
dard, and Hans Von Bulow will also appear aud per¬ 
form their astounding somersaults. Messrs. Jarrett 
and Palmer beg to announce that Bnrnum's Menagerie 
and World Famous Sbow will appear ou this occasion, 
when Wachtel will produce his celebrated Parisian 
pose plaBliques. He will be assisted by Moody and 
Sankev, who sell the cheapest and best $10 punts in the 
United States. Sophie Flora Heiibruu as Mudante 
L’Archiduc, and Geoffrey as Mazeppa, will succeed 
Rose Michel, when Harrigan and Hart, assisted by 
Adelaide Sterling, will give a slap-bang baDjo per¬ 
formance, Wendell Phil.ipps will lecture on Little 
Nell. Barry Sullivan will act in The Big Bonanza, and 
Kate Fisher will preach. This will be the cheapest 
entertainment ever given in New York." This is no 
fancy sketch. Our reporter copied it verbatim. This 
reminds us of a cross-bill in London which amused the 
whole city. It read thus: “The queen will wear peg- 
lop pants." Under the word "wear,” belonging to a 
tailors' advertisement, were bidden the words, "be per¬ 
formed by Miss Akinson." The rest of the bill, that 
of Hamlet, was torn off."

Snakes In Soathern Africa. 

Tbe puff-adder is a most dangerous snake, being of 
the color of the’deud leaves on which he ia fond of curl¬ 
ing himself up, and of so sluggish a nature that be will 
not trouble himself to move out of one’s wav, it ia diffi¬ 
cult to always avoid treading on him. His bite ia most 
deadly, and’he baa the moat dangerouB habit of strik¬ 
ing backward, not forward like other snakes. A few 
people have, I believe, recovered from the effect of a 
puff-adder's bite, but very few; they generally die in 
about a quarter of an hour, going quietly to sleep. 
The only chance, of a cure is to keep constantly want¬ 
ing, and to drink quantises of raw brandy, and to take 
doses of eau-de-luce. When the Kaffirs kill a snake 
they take some of the venom from its head, which they 
carry in a little bag round their necks, and, if bitten, 
swallow a little, which they say is a certain cure. 
There is even a worse snake in Natal than the puff-ad¬ 
der—fortunately a rare one—the black imamba, one of 
the very few that will venture an attack without prov¬ 
ocation. Many people say that it will even follow a 
person for miles; but I rather doubt this, unless the per¬ 
son's road happens to run between it and its home, and 
then I dare say it would do so. Perhaps every one 
does not know that cats are snake-proof. A bite has no 
effect on them; we had an opportunity of proving this. 
A short time after we came to Oakham we were out 
strolling about, looking at our new possessions, when 
we were startled by hearing a peculiar shriek from one 
of the children, evidently a scream of terror. We rush¬ 
ed up to the house and into the dining-room, whence 
the sound came, and there was our litttle boy in a fran¬ 
tic state of fright, with a long green imamba wriggling 
about on the floor in front of him, engaged in a fierce 
tussle with a large tortoise-shell cat, one we had 
brought from tbe town. Which would have got tbe 
best of it bad they been left to fight it outl cannot say, 
for the coolie rushed in and killed tbe Bnake. The cat 
had bitten out one of its eyes, and in return had got a 
wound on its face that swelled up to an enormous size; 
but beyond that he seemed Done the worse for bis en¬ 
counter, and in a few days puss was quite himself 
again; and we felt very grateful to him ever after for 
having, in all probability, saved our little boy'i life.— 
Frazer'i Maga zine. _

Sporting Notes from Colorado. 

To This Field:—M y lust letter has never appeared 
id your paper, and I suppose you did not receive it. 

I will now post you concerning things in this part of 
Colorado. 

For the last three months I have been prospecting, 
mining und hunting by turns. Game of all kinds has 
been scarce this fall. We have all been waiting for 
snow to fall in the mountains to the west to send the 
deer and other game to the eastern ranges, but for 
some reason deer have come singly or in very small 
bands. I never have seen it so before at this time of 
the year, and can’t account for it now. Perhaps they 
arc afraid of Col. McCarty. By the way, where is the 
Colonel? 1 was hoping to meet him before this; 1 have 
killed but few deer this fall and no elk, and but one 
bear. 1 will give you the particulars of my encounter 
with a very large cinnamon, though it is hardly worth 
telling. 1 was hunting in Mace's Hole, at the head of 
North creek, in company with old Asher. We left 
camp about two o'clock r. m., he going up one side of 
the ridge and I the other. We had hardly gone two 
hundred yards when I saw about half a mile away 
what I took to be an enormous grizzly, as he was 
above me and the sun shining through the hair on his 
back making it look white. My first thought was to 
call Asher, but I thought I would be more likely to get 
at him alone. I crossed the canon, and then through 
a thicket of fallen timber and up the mountain side 
through oak brush till I could see where the bear was, 
hut he had gone. I then carefully walked into open 
ground about fifty yards, when 1 came onto the bear 
not thirty yards from me, quietly feeding, but it was a 
cinnamon. As he had not noticed me, I stood and 
patiently waited for him to give me a shot that suited 
me. He kept moving towards me till I could see the 
hack of his neck, when I fired, killing him almost too 
dead to skin. I never have seen so dead a shot at a 
bear. 

In reading your issue of Octuher 16, I was amused 
at the article on “Bouncing Grizzlies.” L have seen 
plenty of men who wanted to meet one of these pets. 
They would show you how to do it. They wern’t afraid 
of any bear that walked, &c., Ac. I have shown these 
brave hunters a little foot print fourteen or fifteen in¬ 
ches long, and they soon lost their taste for bear meat 
and had rather have deer or even jack rabbits. I have 
no objection to "bouncing grizzlies," but I always 
want the chances ail on my side. I have had great re¬ 
spect for them ever since a little experience I had with 
them in California, in 1854. 

I put in a few beaver traps last week and have had 
fair success, though trapping is not what it ought to be 
in Colorado. 

1 shall start for the Chico to hunt antelope Wednes¬ 
day, where I expect to have all the sport I want. 

I must tell you a little money making scheme an old 
mountaineer told me of a few days since. In some 
part of Iowa, several years ago, he said that wolves 
were very plenty, aud troublesome among the sheep. 
He bought ten sheep so that he might be a sheepman. 
Then be proposed to form what he called a wolf com¬ 
pany, the object of which was to destroy the wolves. 

One article in their by-laws was, that if any member 
of the compauy should kill a wolf, all the other mem¬ 
bers was to pay him ten cents. All the sheep men 
joined till there were one hundred and fifty members. 
Then he paid two dollars for an old horse, and a dollar 
for poison, and struck out with his ox team, and in one 
week had taken sixty wolf skins, aud came back and 
reported what he had done, much to the surprise of the 
company. He told them he would not insist on the 
money, but would take it in corn or oats and such 
truck. He got sixty dollars State bounty, and one dol¬ 
lar and a quarter for the skins, and about a hundred of 
the members paid their six dollars apiece, but it Stated 
the company, and he went out of the sheep business. 

In The Field of Oct. 80,1 read, with much interest, 

II The price of a broken dog.” It is not only full of 
good sense, hut every word true. I have had much 
experience in dog breaking in New England years ago. 
I never took a pup to break for less than fifty dollars 
for one season; some of them would come in the 
spring, and I had to keep them till after the fall flight 
of woodcock. The owners would generally come and 
have a few days shooting with me to see their dogs 
work. I had to keep the owner, which was all right; 
and, of course, when he went home to Boston, as else¬ 
where, he wanted to show something for his hunting, 
and, of course, he took all the birds. Now, I ask, how 
much had I left out of my fifty dollars after keeping a 
dog six months ? I did not get out whole at what was 
considered a big price. I say that a well-bred, well- 
broken dog, with good nose, is cheap at two hundred 
dollars. 1 always keep my bird dogs because I love 
them. I have now the finest setter I have ever seen in 
Colorado. I have but little use for her here, but she 
is broken, aud understands all I say to her. When I 
travel she travels. When I hunt she takes care of my 
camp, and strangers are welcome to all they can carry 
away and leave her alive. Bird dogs are not generally 
a success for big game, though I have known excep¬ 
tions. A cross between the bull-terrier and blood¬ 
hound, are the best for Rocky Mountain hunting that 
I have ever seen.

Letter From Sterling. 

Sterling, 111., Nov. 18, 1873. 

To The Field: —An item or two from this enterpris¬ 
ing little city may interest a portion of your roaaers, 
and I therefore lay them before you. The citizens of 
Sterling are a fast people, in the way of business, but 
in sporting matters are slow. In consequence of this, 
the Driving Park ts not as well cared for as it should 
he, and is used but seldom ; and then all the work 
comes upon a few live, go-ahead men, who have to 
run their chances of keeping even in purse. The track 
is a good half mile one, and is located in the fair 


grounds, owned by Mrs. Wallace, and managed by her 
sons, the Wallace Brothers. These gentlemen are just 
completing a new opera house, which is one of the 
best in this part of the State. Already it has been 
used by two or three lecturers and concert troupes, but 
will not be fully finished for two or three weeks. It 
will seat about 1,200 comfortably. 

A gun club was organized here on Tuesday evening, 
at the gun store of Messrs. Orne & Bowers, who, by 
the way, have a well fitted-up establishment, Just com¬ 
pleted, and a popular resort for all the shootisls in 
this section. The club starts with about fifteen of the 
best men in the place, and with the following gentle¬ 
men us officers: 

Sydney T. Osmcr, president; T. A. Butler, vice- 
president; T. Y. Davis, secretary and treasurer. 

The club proposes soon to have conveniences for 
keeping a good supply of birds, and to have occasional 
matches and practice meetings at the trap. The sec¬ 
retary, Mr. Davis, promises to keep The Field posted 
on all sportiDg matters. 

There are some fine horses here, and among them I 
must mention Creator Golddust, six years old, by Old 
Golddust, daui Mary, by Booker's Boston. He is a 
beauty. He is owned by Mr. John Shepherd, who has 
a fine stable here, and also owns a pair of fine Golddust 
mares, five and six years old. 

On my way out, I stopped one day in De Kalb, where 
I met most of the subscribers to The Field, and added 
a few more to the list. I am indebted to Brother Frank 
Scripter, of the Scripter House, for favors. Frank’s 
hair grows the right way, and his hotel is the best in 
this section.

Lima Lake Again. 

Keokuk, Iowa, Nov. 17. 

To The Field: — A party of five of us Btarted again 
for our second trip to Lima Lake, on last week. Our 
purpose was to hunt coons, principally, although we 
did not refuse to take a shot now and then at a stray 
duck or goose, but as the two latter classes of game 
were extremely scarce we did not have much sport of 
that character. 

We reached Lima Lake about 4 r. m. and pitched our 
tent. We were all ready to sup, when it suddenly oc 
curred to one of the party that the Jehu in charge of 
the commissary stores had not “come to time,” so we 
were compelled to 

‘Sup npon some frugal herbs. 

Ana water from a spring”— 

that is, figuratively, though in reality we did but little 
better, as we had nothing but bread, and a few small 
fishes. After supper we took our “big dog," and a 
good coon dog and started out for a coon hunt. While 
in pursuit of the "pet of the pot ” we straggled across 
an odorous animal called a skunk, weighing we judged 
about thirty pounds, but we cannot state very accu¬ 
rately his avoirdupois, as we hastened away for a 
neighborhood, whose air was laden with anything but 
the 

' Perfume of far Cathay.’ 1 

Our dogs by their loud tongueiug, soon made known to 
us that they had treed a coon, so we hastened to their 
stand, and brought down a fine fat coon, by a shot from 
one of the boy’s guns. We hated to kill Mr. Coon, as 
half the Bport in hunting the animal is in the fight be¬ 
tween the dogs and the coon, the latter always fighting 
hard. We had very good success that night, and did 
not ceaBe until sun up. 

As I said before, ducks and geese were very scarce, 
and have been all this fall. Sunday hunters have se¬ 
cured almost all the game from this neighborhood. 
Coons however are plenty. Our net success footed up 
five coons, ten ducks, six squirrels and one large pole¬ 
cat, the latter, however, we did not bring home. We 
did not suffer for want of fish, as the lake is full of all 
kinds. We shall repeat the experience again, and will 
let you hear from me as to the results.

A Pigeon Post Between Europe and America. 
—An Ocean Homing bird, of great docility, intelli¬ 
gence and spirit, has been found in Ireland, which 
flies at a meteor-like speed of 150 miles an hour, and 
is able to find its home over sea and land from any part 
of the habitable world. A pair of these birds, a few 
days ago, brought dispatches from Paris to a lonely 
spot, congenial to their nature, in a wild and rocky part 
of Kent, within ten miles of London, in H hours. Press 
carrier-pigeons took the dispatches on to London, by 
actual parcel mode of conveyance, being done within 
If hours! If the experiments at present being made in 
training and educating them continue successful, it is 
hoped by next summer to establish a daily miniature 
ocean mail between America and Europe, the whole 
distance to be traversed between sunrise in one hemi¬ 
sphere and sunset in the other .—London Ex.
